Strong glas^ plates are bored 
through by means of rotating braai 

tubes of tho necessary diameter, w 
are filled with water during bor 
To the water there is added il 
pulverized emery. The boring ci 
der is put into motion by means < 
drill or bow drill . Weaker glass 
he provided with holes iu an easier 
manner by pressing a disk of wet c!a> 
upon (be glass and making a hole 
through the clay of the width de- 
sired, so that the glass is laid bare 
here.

Dayton B. Garrison Reviews the 
Life of Ais Friend, Wm. 
Mitchell-

WMiani Milobell, who died neat 
Mt. Sterling, Ky., January 22, 1996, 
was one of the most conspicuous lay 
members of the church known to the 
brotherhood In Kentucky. He was 
born in Montgomery county, Ky.. 
January 10, 1819, and spent his en- 
tire life In and near Mt. Sterling. He 
united with the Christian Church ear- 
ly in life, and for forty-five years was 
an active member, and most of the 
timo a loader in that church. In Ml 
devotion to the Master's causo as well 
as In his liberality to the church, be 
was the model of that community. 
Always earnestly and aotivWv em- 
ployed in buelueu, he never knew 
wh;it it wm to lei bta bu«lne»« Inter- 
tore with bitoburob tint io-. When I 
firs- knew him tweuty-flve years ago, 
he was found every Sunday morning 
in front of his Bible elaes, a position 
he had occupied to> yean before l( 
was my pleasure to know him; and 
this position ho maintained up to the 
time of his reverses in 1893 . He nev- 
er missed any preaching, social, pray- 
er-meeting, or Bundar-aohool service, 
and was always present at the official 
meetings of the church board. 

His life should forever silence that 
vast horde ot lukewarm church mem- 
bers who "havn't time to attend 
church." For nearly fifty years Bro. 
Mitchell said by his life, "You have 
the time." Like some Confederate 
Ooneral said of Grant, "He was a 
right-there man." At Vicksburg, at 
Pittsburg Landing, at Fort Donald- 
son, at Appomatox, Grant was right 
there. This is tho first lesson. Bro. 
Mitchell was a right-there man . 

The second lesson was from his un- 
varying good nature and polltanaei. 
He allowed no rasping, goading, 
grinding caro to mar his own and 
through him his friends' lives. When 
trouble came he met it like a man, 
aud then it was over and left uo ini-
